REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues what the examiner identified in the process of Barron as a semiconductor device 10 is merely a semiconductor 
substrate that can not be considered a semiconductor device. Barron reference teaches (fig. 4a-4c) element (10) with the 
electronic circuitry portion (300) constitues a semiconductor device. Although applicant's argument that element (12) is clearly 
defined in the text as a semiconductor device, by the same reasoning Barron's process teaches element (10) comprising the 
electronic circuitry (300) can be considered a semiconductor device. Furthermore applicant argues that what is identified as a 
conveyance in the final rejection is not a conveyance, because element (24) is a sacrifical that is later removed as shown in fig. 
3r. A Quick inspection of fig. 3r shows that layer (24) still remains the process of Barron. As indicated in the last office action, a 
conveyance is taken to mean "a means or a way of conveying" . Barron's process show that the conveyance layer with at least 
one embedded MEMS (20) and the conveyance is shown over the semiconductor device as claimed. .
